September First

women between the ages of 45 
and SO years as well as the 
girls of 20 years who on that 
occasion may join the WACs.

Changing the age limits for 
the Women's Army Corps has 
brought a flood of inquiry to 
the office of Capt. Emily M. 
Hathaway, executive officer for 
WAC recruiting in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia.

Heretofore the age bracket in­ 
cluded those between 21 and -15 
years, and those women arc 
in no way affected by this lat­ 
est government ruling. They go 
immediately into the service.

The new age-groups, however, 
may make their applications to 
join, be given their physical 
and mental tests and be ready 
to take their oath in the women's j 
Army when the big day, Sept. 1 | 
rolls around. I
